The native Irifh had naturally 
av averfien vo all the Englifh fettlers,- but 
their peneval diflike was heightened into a pe- 
culiar hatred for Mr. Pansheld, from the un. 
k'ndnefs of hi$ treatment to his amiable wife.

Mr. Pansfield had banifh- 
ed her Confeffor, and forbidden ary Prieft to 
enter his houfe. This was an aggravation 
of his former offences, and reufed the un.

The enraged bufband, 
either ftung with jealouly, er affecting “to ve 
fo, fell upon the miferable’ Eccleliatlie, and 
beat him fo unmercitully, that he died of his 
beuifes in a few days afier; his fury then 
vented itfelf on his onhappy wife, whom he 
turned out cf his houfe, awd confined ina 
little funsmer alcove in the gardeu, without 
any food except bread and water, Her im- 
prifonment, however, was not ofa long du 
ration ; for the night after, ghe door of ber 
gaol was thrown open by thé fame hand thet 
had fet fire to the dwellingshoule, which the 
beheld in fiames.

{a with 20 men, to affilt in covering the frontiere 
of that country ; yet | find the [adians have come 
inand taken a blockhoule, oa the line between the 
ue of Virginia and Penfylvaaia. This block- 
hoa'e had been minaed with sine Virginia foldi- 
es, who, for fome caufe had been calied away; 
and the day the foldiers left the piace, the block- 
houfe was taken by the Indians, 4 pertoas killed 
and S carvied away prifoners, wiih a number of 
horfes. There has fome horfes been taken away 
fron Mr. Ryerfon’s ; there was alio two horles !a- 
den with provifions, and ammanition, belonging 
to Capt. Paul’s company, gorsg from one fation 
to another: Capt. Paul immediately pustued, ¢e- 
wok the horfes and provifions, and ammunition, 
with a number of Indians; bet the Indians made 
their efeape. lt isa very hilly covatry, and there 
js no probability of tracking Incians on the high 
dry ridges. ‘The Indians have mace their ap- 
pearance on cvery frontier poftof the flate ; tho’ 
no pes.on kilied dui in Wahhington county. From 
the number of Indians difcowered at different pla- 
ces, cannot help obferving, that I think the three 
companies under my Command too few for a com- 
piere defence. We have bad no afliflance from 
the federal troops as yet.” 


Knoxwviile, (Kentucky) March 24.—We are 
forry to inform our readers, there is too much 
raion to apprehend, that che towns of Running 
Water, Nickajack, Long Ifland villages, Crow 
Town, and Lookout Mountain of the Cherokees, 
vill join the Shawanefe and Creeks in hoftilities 
againit the United States. 

From the St. Chriftophers Royal Gazette, of 
the 2th of April, we learn, That on Saturday 
night the 71h, the town of Baflaterre was vifited 
by‘one of the moft dreadful calamities that has 
beea experienced in that Ifland during the memo- 
yof man. There had for feveral davs before 
been frequent fhowers of rain- bet on that nicht 
it appeared to come down in fheets of water. A- 
boat ten o’ciock the water rofe to an amazing 
beight in the ftreets, and foch was the impetuofity 
of the torreut, that it carried away almofl every 
thing bat met its pregrefs. Out houtes, fences, 
lumber, eafks, &c. were feen driving to and fro 
through the threets; the water was breaft high :— 
Several lives were loft. 

In the country they alfofufiered prodigioufly by 
the food :— A great quantity of canes and faliow 
land was covered with fand, wafhed down from 
the mountains: alfo a number of negroes Ioft. 
Sandy Point is the only parifh on the Ifand that 
has ont (offered. 

At Nevis one eflate ivjured, and feveral ne- 
Rroes loft, 

At St. Euftatia, on the fame night, great in- 
jery wes done. —The shole lols in that Ifland, is 
timated at between 20 and 30,000 johannefle: : 
And, to compleat the general calamity, an eflated 
man, a baker, taking advantage of the diltrefled
